Strict delineation is not 
implied. In a few instances books are above the indicated top level 
of difficulty. 

3. Selections include books published between i960 and I966. Prices 
indicated are taken from the 1966 edition of Books in Print a nd 
are subject to change. 

All books were given suggested Dewey classification numbers and/or marked E (easy) 
or F (fiction).
